Montana  AIDS  Education  Project 

The  Montana  AIDS  Education  Project  is  in  its  second  year 
of  funding  through  a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control.  The  grant  award  for  this  year  is 
$198,000.  The  1989-90  AIDS  Education  grant  has  seven  main 
objectives: 

1 .  Increase  the  number  of  schools  giving  AIDS  education, 

2.  Increase  the  number  of  priority  schools  giving  AIDS 
education, 

3.  Increase  the  number  of  out-of-school  youth  receiving 
AIDS  education, 

4.  Increase  the  level  of  AIDS-related  knowledge  of  Mon- 
tana students, 

5.  Increase  the  AIDS-related  knowledge  of  school 
decision-makers, 

6.  Increase  the  number  of  units  of  higher  education  pro- 
viding AIDS  education  to  teacher  education  candidates,  and 

7.  Increase  the  number  of  handicapped  students  receiving 
AIDS  education. 

The  grant  objectives  will  be  completed  through  various  ac- 
tivities specified  in  the  grant  which  include:  regional 
workshops  conducted  throughout  the  state;  surveys;  develop- 
ment of  educational  materials:  development  of  policy  and 
procedure  information;  state  and  local  agency  collaboration; 
and  networking  with  education  systems  in  and  out  of  the  state 
of  Montana. 


Train  the  Trainers  Workshop 

During  the  month  of  November,  the  OPI  in  collaboration 
with  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  will  conduct  a  "Train  the  Trainers"  workshop.  The 
trainers'  primary  responsibilities  consist  of  being  resource 
persons  available  for  community  or  school  events  requiring 
AIDS  information  and/or  assistance.  The  training  will  focus 
on  the  technical  and  medical  facts  of  AIDS,  guidelines  and 
development  of  an  AIDS  curriculum,  the  incorporation  of  a 
comprehensive  health  program  in  Montana  schools,  policy 
and  procedures  information,  the  psychosocial  effects  of 
AIDS,  the  homosexual/homophobic  issues  concerning  AIDS, 
and  resource  information  and  materials  availability. 

The  OPI  and  the  DHES  are  offering  this  workshop  free  of 
cost  to  individuals  interested  in  becoming  involved  in  the  bat- 
tle against  AIDS  in  Montana  communities.  The  number  of
